quartered in the Soviet Embassy at Kangdong (126-05, 39-09) (BU 4837). 

This top-level military missidn.was established in mid«September 1952 as 

a direct result of the conducted battlefront tour of the commanding general 
_of the Soviet Fhr East and staff in tate July and August 1952.1 The total 
staff of the mission is unknown but identified members other than Soviets were 
two Czech officers, two Polish officers, three Mongolian officers, and one
